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The appointment of a professional 
town planner for Edmonton, as urged by 
The Bulletin some weeks ago and now 
recommended by the city bylaws commit- 
tee, bears a distinct relation to the plan 
to bring in a firm of professional experts 
for a survey of the entire civic adminis- 
tration. 

This civic survey, promulgated by 
The Bulletin and incorporated into a for- 
mal motion by certain forward-minded 
aldermen, will come before the city coun- 
cil in a few days. 

The two are not necessarily different 
phases of the same project. But they are 
linked together because each recognizes 
the essential principle that the develop- 
ment of a rapidly-growing city, such as 
Edmonton, requires the professional and 
widely experienced touch. 

And the same reasons that support 
the calling in of outside experts for a civic 
gurvey support the appointment of a 
salaried expert in town planning. 

It has been apparent for ten years 
that Edmonton was growing out of its 
civic habiliments. 

And now, in 1948, with the popula- 
tion jumping 8,068 in a single year, the 
situation has become desperate. 


Valedictory of the 


William Lyon Mackenzie King bade 
farewell to the Liberal leadership yester- 
day and, in spite of himself, some of his 
innate greatness broke through the phleg- 


matic mask he has worn so long. 

It is no secret that the nations of the 
world had come to recognize the prime 
quality of his statesmanship. As minister 
of external affairs he raised Canada to a 
great position in the international family. 

Nor is it a secret that in domestic ad- 
ministration he has been one of the most 
adroit political tacticians of all time.

For possibly the first time in his long 
and distinguished career some of that fire 
flamed into plain sight in his speech yes- 
terday. That speech was an autobiography 
of a sort and as the Liberal leader gave an 
account of his statesmanship before, dur- 
ing and since the war, there could be no 
doubt in the minds of his listeners that 
they were hearing the personal story of a

uniquely gifted and first rate mind. 

There could be no doubt that the re-

I am well aware that gestures 
towards the amelioration of the 
circumstances of old folk have 
been made by governments with 
old age pensions, 

This is not the sort of thing 
I mean, As a matter of fact | am 
not entirely convinced that the 
retirement allowance towards 
which elderly folk have not con- 
tributed during their active years 
is an altogether happy thing 

An adequate pension that is at 
least partially purchased would 
be infinitely better, actually and 
psychologically, than a pittance 
that is a straight hand out 

But | am not basing this com 
piaint about our treatment of the 
aged on the kind of social secur 
ity they are offered 

I.am basing it on the fact that 
older people are being pushed 
around, I am basing it on the un- 
speakably horrible truth that 
older people are being made to 
feel that they are not wanted 
and that they are in the way. 

In this respect we are jess 
civilized than we were in 1200 BC.

There are many concrete in- 
stances of this generation's flag- 
rant disregard for old and middle 
age. 

The one that leaps out to hit 
you in the face is the increasing 
difficulty of older people in find- 
ing employment. 

To such an extent has this dif- 
ficulty enlarged that jt has be- 
come one of the major problems 
of the department of veterans af- 
fairs and the department of labor 
in Canada, 

Two years ago, veterans affairs 
set up a special organization to 
study the desperate condition of 
middle aged servicemen who 
were a drug on the labor market. 

This organization met with 
such blank indifference and pub- 
lic apathy that, beyond making 
an appeal to employers to alter 
their views, nothing definite was 
done. 

Lately the departmen' of labor 
has called the attention of the 
public to the plight of older peo- 
ple in all classes of employment 

The answer is that this is the 
“age of youth” and that the fin- 
ancial arrangements of industry 
cannot include the employment 
of men and women past the age 
of 45. 


Now I am convinced that the 
pension plans of companies, 
which appear to be the stumb- 
ling block, could be adjusted on 


an actuarial basis to include the 
people of any age. 
But even that is not the point. 


The shocking thing is 
that nobody seems to care. 
Nobody seems to. give 


a 
tinker’s dam about the deadly 
affront to the feelings of old and 
middle age when these people 
are simply shoved off the map 
so that youth may march on. 

I am not seeking to incite a 
conflict between age and youth. 
Indeed, such a conflict is impos- 
sible because youth would be no 
more than arm itself against age 
than it would find itself on the 
other side of the trench 

For the youth of today is the 
old man of tomorrow. And none 
can escape it, 

Old age is a tremendously 
lonely period. Times change. Old 
friends disappear. And life passes 
the old man and the old woman 
by 

It seems to me that no aspect 
of our social gains, no factor in 
our vaunted prosperity, no ele- 
ment in our industrial expansion 
is worth while if it brings pain 
and despair and frustration to a 
Single man or woman whose 
feeble feet are moving falter- 
ingly and inevitably towards the 
gave

Who Owns 
Canada? 


Editor, Bulletin.—The owner- 
Ship of Canada is an important 
question and every loyal citizen 
of Canada should be intensely in- 
terested, because we have had an 
important part in making Can- 
ada’s past history and will have 
a prominent part in meking Can- 
ada’s future history, 

Edmonton's population is now 
approximately 125,000, In 1948 Ed- 
monton gained approximately 
7,000 in population. 

Robson Black, president of 
Canada’s forests, stated Canada 
has 492,800,000 acres of forest 
land, Canada’s population is ap- 
proximately 12,000,000, so that 
would give each perso. 41 acres. 

Alberta has enough torest land 
to provide abundance of lumber 
two or three times over if it is 
administered in the interest of 
the people, but for a number of 
years the government has leased 
or rented timber berths to the 
extent of 8 or 10 thousand acres 
to lumber companies, building 
construction companies and others 
who are prepared to do business 
in a large way, They have their 
own equipment, such as saw 
mill, ete, make their roads and 
fix their own prices. It is impos- 
sible, under the present system, 
for John Smith, if he wants five 
or six thousand feet of lumber, 
or enough to build a house, to go 
25 or 50 miles into bush to get 
his lumber. 

The only way for Alberta citi- 
zens to get the full value of Al- 
berta’s forests is for the govern- 
ment to get full ownership and 
control of all Alberta's forests. 
Lack of space prevents me 
from giving details, because this 
is a big job. This would mean 
the control of millions of dollars 
and would mean the richest part 
of the British Empire, especially 
in natural resources 

Alberta has lumber to supply 
three or four times its popula- 
tion. They could take all the 
lumber from the stump and have 
it sawed and surfaced in the 
bush, with a wood saw for the 
purpose of sawing all waste lum- 
ber and timber that was not sale 
able, into fence posts or fence 
rails, so the farmers and others 
could get fence rails, mine props 
and stove wood at cost. All brush 
should be burnt to protect the 
lumber and timber from being 
destroyed by by fires. 

Remember, we will get all of 
this if we vote right and if we 
walk uprightly. God will not 
withhold any good thing from 
us, 

If we want houses to live in 
and schools and churches, we 
have plenty of lumber, in fact 
three or four times more than 
we want. When the people real- 
ize it ‘is their lumber, we will 
have reforestation and the for- 
ests will be protected for all 
time, and when the people want 
houses to live in, we will not 
be obliged to have party politi- 
cians to help the people to get 
cheap lumber or go to the banks 
to get money, because we will 
have provincial-owned forests 
and provincial-owned equipment 
to take the lumber from the 
stump, saw and surface it in the 
bush and have lumber available 
for all purposes.

Gov’t Bonuses Eastern 
Livestock Farmers 


Up to the end of last February. 
the Dominion Treasury bonused 
eastern livestock farmers to the 
total of $101,337,000. This is the 
cost of the free freight policy, 
whereby prairie feedgrains are 
shipped at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense to eastern Canadian and 
British Columbia feeders, 

The livestock farmers of the 
prairie provinces are the victims 
of this policy, They must feed 
their hogs and cattle and ship 
the finished product to market. 
The basic livestock markets are 
in the east, Prices at western 
markets, as a generality, are the 
eastern prices, less freight. 

The eastern livestock farmer 
gets his feed, freight free, or at 
the same cost as the prairie farm- 
er, His market, however, is close 
at hand, He either reaps a larger 
profit, due to the freight subsidy, 
or cuts the price and thus nar- 
rows the profit of iis western 
competitor. 


Western feed grains should be 
fed on the prairies. Any surplus 
should go to the most profitable 
available market, paying its way. 
There can be no justification for 
subsidizing prairie feed grains to 
the direct disadvantage of prairie 
livestock farmers, Nor should 
railway box cars filled with feed 
grain be shuttled across a con- 
tinent when much of this grain, 
if the subsidy were discontinued, 
would be converted into meat 
here at home, and shipped out on 
the hoof,

If parents were polled as to what qualities they 
would like to develop in their children, they would 
doubtless put co-operativeness and self-reliance high 
on the list. Yet it is a tragic fact that many fathers 
and mothers are helping to destroy any chance of their 
youngsters becoming the fine men and women they 
dream of making them. 

There are mothers, for instance, who would never 
ask their growing daughters to assume the smallest 
share of the housework. They might deny it, but in 
their secret hearts they are obsessed with the idea of 
turning their little girls into ‘fine young ladies” instead 
of young women who will be able one day to make 
real homes of their own. 

These parents indulge every whim of their daugh- 
ters, send them, at whatever cost, to expensive vaca- 
tion camps in the summer, fill their minds with all 
kinds of vain and silly notions. 

There is no surer way to rear lazy, conceited, and 
mentally and physically flabby daughters who may 
one day break the hearts of their well-meaning but 
stupid parents, not to mention the hearts of their fu- 
ture husbands, It would be a miracle if any girl petted, 
pampered, and protected beyond all reason grew up fit 
for the responsibilities and duties of adulthood. 

Nor are mothers the only ones who destroy their 
children through misguided love. Plenty of fathers let 
their boys have too much of their own way, are too 
ready to save them from the consequences of their 
youthful follies, and literally force them to become | 
shiftless and irresponsible by giving them too much 
pocket money and letting them stay out late at night. 
These fathers would never dream of their sons taking 
jobs after school or “pitching in” occasionally when 
some extra chores have to be done around the house. | 

Children become what we make them. It takes | 
patience, understanding, firmness and real devotion to 
rear worthy men and women. No man or woman who 
has won success in life ever complained because his 
parents were reasonably strict and exacting in their 
standards. But only too many of the world’s failures 
recall with bitterness and condemnation the follies of 
parents who weakened and handicapped them because 
their love was without wisdom.
